the bleffings of liberty and advance the happinefs of the 
people muft be a pleating employment. 

The great degree of harmony and tranquility, fo ap¬ 
parent as it refpe&s the internal concerns of the State 
muft be highly gratifying, and if the welfare of the 
people requires an amendment of any of the laws now 
in force, or that new laws fhould be made, thefe circum¬ 
stances muft be known to their Representatives. 

United with other States by a Federal compact for 
certain purpofes, our interefts are infeperably connected 
with that government which is endeared to us by the 
highly beneficial effects jit has-pvoduced. 

When we fee a foreign nation overturning ancient 
fyftems of government without any regard to their form, 
extending robbery and devaluation as far as their forces 
•en reach ; when we fee them contemning all moral 
and religious obligations ; defpifmg national compacts ; 
plundering our citizens while in purfuit of lawful com¬ 
merce ; infulting our government, and threatening us 
with the fate of nations it has degraded and deftroyed ; 

at 


*t fuch a time as thiswe ftiould highly prize the bleflings 
of good government, and determine with one voice 
and mind to fuppert and defend our rights and privileges 
againft all hoftile attempts whatever. 

Much of the blood and treafure of the United States 
of America has been expended in obtaining the right of 
governing themfelves, in fuch manner as they lliould 
choofe ; this great objedt being gained, our fyftem of 
general government has been formed in as free a man¬ 
ner and under circumftances as favourable, perhaps 
more fo, than that of any government which ever exift- 
«d over fuch an extenfive territory.—It is fuch a fyftem 
as the people have chofen, may be altered when it (hall 
be found neceflary. The perfons appointed to adminif- 
ter it, return to the clafs of citizens at ftiort intervals, 
and others are feledted in their places ; what more can 
be defired : If this is deftroyed where (hall we look for 
a free government. 

While the French nation was apparently purfuing 
meafures for the promotion of liberty, they had the good 
willies, at leaft, of a large proportion of the citizens of 
thefe United States ; but unfortunately for our country 
they have had much encouragement from the condudt 
of many citizens when it feemed almoft impoflible that 
any one fhould entertain an idea that the freedom of 
man was their object; after they had proftrated govern¬ 
ments once free and tyrannized over the citizens, and 
after it had become apparent that univerfal domination 
was its objedl. The condudt of thofe who rule over the 
French nation has for a long time been hoftile to our 
own by their adts and intrigues, aided by the c( ndudt of fome 
of our own citizens our government has been traduced: 
attempts have been made and in fome inftances fucceed- 
ed, in exciting unreafonable jealoufies among the people, 
perfuading them that they have a feparate intereft from 
13 thofe 


tliole whom they have elected to administer the govern¬ 
ment ; no fervices, however wife, faithful and difintereft- 
ed, and however long continued, have been fufficient to 
fecure fome of our beft citizens from calumny, aud fome 
of our own periodical publications feem to be proftituted 
to this purpofe, I need only mention the attempts to 
abufe a Washington and an Adams. 

Peace on honorable terms is undoubtedly the defire of 
all good citizens. Ihe conduct of the Prefident in fend¬ 
ing three envoys extraordinary and minifters plenipo¬ 
tentiary to the French republic, is full evidence of his 
opinion on this lubje<ft ; before the inftrudtions given 
thefe envoys were made public, reports were circulated 
that the Prefident had not a defire for peace ; and fuf- 
picions were excited that his inftru&ions were not 
calculated for that purpofe, but when they became 
public, it was acknowledged by the enemies of his ad- 
miniftration that thofe reports and fulpicions were with¬ 
out foundation ; the inftru&ions are in the hands of 
many citizens and fhould be read by all ; it is difficult 
to imagine how they could have gone further without 
deeply wounding the interefts and independence of our 
country. Thefe extraordinary exertions having failed 
of the deftred effeft, it is not eafy to difeem what more 
can be done in this way.—Determined to preferve our 
rights as an independent nation, fuch meafures will un¬ 
doubtedly be taken by the general government as lliall 
appear beft calculated for that purpofe, and I rejoice 
that the citizens of this State are fo well united/and 
have given fo many proofs by the official a&s of the 
Aegiflature, and otherwile of their firm adherence to our 
national government ; confidence in its adminiftration 
and determination to fupport it. 

Prefuming that a law* eftablifhing a new pro-portion 
of taxes will be paifed the prefen| ieffion, and as it ufually 

requires 




requires a confiderable time to determine the principles 
and prepare the bill, permit me to recommend an early 
attention to this fubjedh 

The prefent ftate of the treafury will be laid before 
you, from which you will be enabled to determine what 
further meafures may be neceflary, refpe&ing the finan¬ 
ces of the State. 

A letter from his Excellency the Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Maflachufetts, and a Refolution. of 
the Legiflature, refpetfing an alteration in the Conftitu- 
tion of the General Government—alfo a letter from his 
Excellency the Governor of the State of Connecticut, 
and a Refolution of the Legiflature of the fame purport 
will be laid before you ; the fubjeCt is highly important 
and I doubt not will be duly confldered. 

Whatever bills you may think proper to pafs will be 
attended to with candor, and it will 'be highly pleaflng 
to me to unite with you in meafures calculated to ad¬ 
vance the welfare of our common country.

peared to us their only obje£, our good wifhes attended 
them in every purfuit; but avarice and power gaming al- 
cendency over honefty and reafon, hurried them on to 
fuch wild extravagancies as aftonifhed the molt friendly 
nations and incurred our juft refentment. 

When we turn our attention to the long continued 
depredations on our commerce, the repeated infults 
to our government in the reje&ion of our El ^oys, 
and the infidious meafures puri'ued to divide and diitraCt 
our councils, every tender feeling is extinguilned ; but 
what better can we cxpe& from a nation divefted ol pie¬ 
ty and every moral fenie, and whofe creed is Atheiim . 
with fuch, friendfhip cannot be maintained, and folemn 
treaties arc as idle tales. 

It is to be lamented that any American citizen fhould 
take a part on the fide of our enemies, to calumniate 
our favorite rulers and weaken the arm of government. 


C lament,alfo.the abufe of that fiin'damental privi¬ 

lege in our Coriftitoition, the liberty of"the prefs ; but 
calumny when iffuing from fome particular periodical 
fountains and aimed at a W A 8HINGTON dr an 
ADAMS, is praife : for fuch illuftrious characters need 
only to be named to be admired ; whofe wife and pa¬ 
triotic exertions from fhe commencement of our revolu¬ 
tion to the prefent day, have uniformly tended to obtain 
and preferve our liberty and independence.

That (in addition to the other qualifications prefcribed 
by faid Conftitution) no perfon lha.ll be eligible as Prefi- 
dent or Vice-Prefident of the United States ; nor fhall 
any perfon be a Senator or Reprefentative in the Con¬ 
grefs of the United States, except a natural born citizen, 
or unlefs he fhall have been a refident in the United 
States at the time of the declaration of Independence, 
and fhall have continued either to refide within the fame, 
or to be employed in its fervice from that period to the 
time of his election. 

Provided neverthelefs, that in cafe the Senators and 
Reprefentatives of this State in Congrefs, fhall find that 
the amendment above propoled is not perfectly conforma¬ 
ble to thefentiments of a conflitutional majority of both 
branches of the National Legiflature, they are hereby em¬ 
powered and requefted fo to modify the fame as to meet 
the fentiments of fuch majority. Provided however, that 
any amendment which; may be agreed upon, fhall ex¬ 
clude from the office of Prefident and Vice-Prefident, 
any perfon who is not a natural born citizen,or a refident 
in the United States at the time of the declaration of 
Independence as aforefaid ; and fhall alfo exclude from 
a feat in either branch of Congrefs, any perfon who fhall 
not have been a&uaily naturalized at the time of making 
this amendment, and have been admitted a citizen of the 
United States fourteen years, at Ieaft, at the.time of fuch 
election.
